HALIFAX, N. S., Sept. 25 (AP) 


—Parachutists have been dropped 
to begin rescue operations for 16 
persons 
whose B-50 bomber 


crashed Thursday in Labrador] 
wilderness, the Fort Pepperell air| 
base reported today. 


The stricken bomber was dis- 


covered last night after being 
missing for three days. A U. S. Air 
Force 
team immediately took 


steps to evacuate th« men by heli-, 
copter. The helicopter will move 
the men to a near-by lake, where 
a Canadian amphibian plane will 
pick them up. 


The Royal Canadian Air Force 


said an R.C.A.F. Lancaster spotted 
the plane some 95 miles southwest 
of Goose Bay. 


The plane vanished on a routine 


flight from Goose Bay to Tucson, 
Ariz. All aboard are military per- 
sonnel. 


Finding of the missing air giant 


climaxed a vast air search extend- 
ing from the wilds of Labrador to 
the Arizona desert. Scores of Can- 
adian and American planes took 
part In the hunt. 


Smoke signals attracted the 


Lancaster to the area where the 
16 survivors had constructed a 
shelter. Signs on the rocky ground 
asked for food and supplies. No 
medical supplies were requested. 
Officials Interpreted this as a sig- 
nifying no one is badly hurt. 


News of the discovery came 


over a shaky Air Force wireless 
service, muffled by static. 


Cause of the crash remains un- 


determined. The plane had a gas- 
oline supply to last 17 hours. Nor- 
mally the flight from Goose Bay 
Jo Tucson would take 12 hours.

Truman Must Name Five 
To Enforce Curbs On Reds 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP) 


— President Truman now faces 
the ticklish political problem of 
naming a five-man board to fill 
a key role in enforcement of the 
new Communist control act he 
roundly denounced. 


Congressional enactment of the 


law Saturday over Mr. Truman's 
veto brought a prompt pledge to 
enforce it "vigorously" from At- 
torney General J. Howard Mc- 
Grath, who like the President had 
opposed it 


But Mr. McGrath's Justice De- 


partment can take no action under 
one of the bill's major provisions 
—that calling for registration of 
Communist 
organizations 
and 


their fronts—until establishment 
of a subversive activities control 
board. 


That board of five men—not 


more than three of whom can be 
from the same political party- 
must decide after hearings wheth- 
er or not an organization is re- 
quired to register under the law. 


It will act upon complaints by the 
Justice Department. 


Government attorneys likely to 


be concerned with the enforce- 
ment problem said no considera- 
tion has been given so far to the 
possible personnel. 


The law was not put on the 


statute books until last Saturday 
when the Senate voted, 1J7 to 10, 
to override Mr. Truman's strongly- 
worded veto, in which he used 
such words as "unworkable" and 
"hysterical". Thj» House had voted 
to override, 286 to 48. Both votes 
were well over the required two- 
thirds majority. 


Only 10 Democratic senators 


voted to sustain the President's 
veto. The lone Senate Republican 
supporter of Mr. Truman, Senator 
Langer of North Dakota, had col- 
lapsed of exhaustion in the pre- 
dawn hours Saturday after assail- 
ing the bill for five and a half 
hours. 


Because of Mr. Truman's bitter 


opposition to the bill, the Senate 


can be expected to give careful 
scrutiny to the convictions of any 
of the five men he must now 
name to the subversive activities 
control board. They require Sen- 
ate confirmation. 


The situation is somewhat simi- 


lar to that which confronted the 
President three years ago when he 
had to name a general counsel to 
the National Labor 
Relations 


Board to handle important duties 
under the Taft-Hartley law, also 
passed over the President's veto. 


As to enforcement of the new 


law, Mr. McGrath said be i* set- 
ting up a special unit in the Jus- 
tice Department's criminal divi- 
sion to handle prosecutions. He 
said he is asking the Budget Bu- 
reau to provide more fund* to 
staff the new branch.

"He went Into the closet—and

he' had. He reached back and 
whipped out a gun. 


'We both jumped him and he 


shot me first and I fell and the 
three of us were in the closet and 
wrestling around and he shot 
Bangs, too. I grabbed his gun to 
keep him from shooting any more 
and Bangs finally pulled out his 
gun and he shot Wong."

ILITARY EXPERTS believe that, barring 
complications, the fighting will be over in 


Korea by Chrsitmas. When the shooting stops, 
the American government and American peo- 
ple will be faced by a very tough problem. 


While a war is on, It Is easy to get the people 


to tighten their belt*, settle down to work, and 
to accept high taxes and other hardships as- 
sociated with a war. When there is peace, auch 
things become oppressive. 


This country If committed to a military es- 


tablishment of three million men with all that 
means the way of high taxes. It is committed 
to the stern reality of putting its young men 
In uniform when they should be preparing for 
their life work or establishing themselves in 
their skills and professions. 


Can the nation return to ways of peace when 


the Korean fighting stops? Can we settle back 
to life as usual while there Is still the threat 
that a determined enemy may attack in some 
other place? 


These pre questions which Washington must 


decide. In their decision, they will need the 
support of the American people. Until the 
world is safe from aggression, a program of 
peace ai usual involves the risk of another 
Korean situation, or worse. 


Housing Catches Up 
"•pHE Department of Commerce predicts that 
*• home building in 1951 may be one-third 
less than in the all-time peak year of 1950. 
The quarterly letter of the United States Sav- 
ings & Loan League says there are indications 
that some regions are reaching a balance be- 
tween housing demands and supply at the cur- 
rent prices. 


Recent credit restrictions have put a brake on 


new construction, although, as one authority 
puts the problem, It isn't the down payment 
but the upkeep on future payments which is 
hard. 


All agree that much of the population still 


»s underhoused. 
The situation, however, no 


longer has the aspects of a crisis. The unpre- 
cedented volume of building which has made 
every community resound to the noise of the 
hammer and the saw has put roofs over most 
American heads. 


This Is good in two ways. It is good first to 


know that most families are getting homes. It 
is good secondly to know that there is an ele- 
ment of caution. 
Banking authorities recall 


that a wild spree of speculative building was 
responsible In large part for the collapse of the 
financial structure in 1930. 


High Prices Soak The Aged 
/~^LD AGE pensioners are the worst sufferers 
^ from soaring prices of the things required 
for everyday living. Their income, fixed at a 
pittance which provides only the most immedi- 
ate necessities, can't stand the strain of con- 
stantly growing costs. 


The federal government has completed steps 


to take about 10,000 of the neediest under its 
care by contributing $30 a month for their 
support. To this the state and local govern- 
ments will add $10 each for a total of $40. 


Old age pensions have-been increased some- 


what In recent years, but they have not kept 
pace with the increase In salaries for wage 
earners or with the soaring cost of living. 


It would seem that a government which pass- 


es out parity payments with a liberal hand 
to many prosperous citizens might well con- 
sider a parity plan for the aged, basing their 
dole on the cost of living. It would bring 
peace of mind to many fine old people anc 
would cost an insignificant fraction of the price 
of paying for raising potatoes the country 
doesn't need and cannot use. 


Penal Honor Camps 


takes a long stride forward in provid- 
^ ing more honor camps for penitentiary pris- 
oners. The greatest curse of the penal system 
of the past has been enforced idleness. The 
best treatment for restoring prisoners to a 
useful place In society is honest work and a 
normal, busy life. 


Two such camps are in operation and their 


record Is excellent. At least four more are to 
be established at once. Here carefully-screenec 
prisoners regarded as trustworthy are put to 
work on useful jobs. Mostly they maintain 
and Improve state forests and operate state 
nurseries. They are not in competition with 
free labor, for much of the work they do is 
work which otherwise the state could not af- 
ford to do. 


Prisoners rusting in idleness in the peniten- 


tiary look forward to assignment to one of 
these camps as the greatest possible privilege. 
Thus far there is not a single report of an 
escape, although the prisoners are not guarded. 


Reformation should be the primary aim of 


punishment. It Is much more likely to be ac- 
complished in a man doing useful work out 
In the free sunshine, surrounded by all the 
wholesome air of the great outdoors, than in 
one penned in idleness. Under such conditions 
an innate sense of honor which most men 
have is a much better restraint than bleak 
brick walls. '

Why Not Hetrace Our Steps And Study Our Mistakes 
I 


F SOME congressional commit-, i 
tee really wants to know how 


t is possible for Communists to 
nvade important agencies of our 
ives, not to smear the living or 
the dead, or to pillory individuals, 
but with the object of viewing 
closely the mechanism of infiltra- 
ion—it might go back to an 
aborted investigation of various 
radio activities conducted 
by 


Representative Cox of Georgia. 
His counsel was Eugene Garey. 


This investigation was killed 


jefore it could be completed. 


Probing deeply and non-politi- 


cally, such a committee might run 
across a meeting that was held in 
Ihe office of the secretary <of 
Navy May IS, 1942, at which the 
following are reported to have 
been present 


The secretary, Frank Knox; the 


assistant secretary. R a l p h A. 
Bard; vice chief of naval opera- 
tions, Vice Admiral F. J. Home; 
Rear Admiral S. C. Hooper; Rear 
Admiral T. S. Wilkinson; Rear 
Admiral Adolphus Staton; Cap- 
tain J. B. W. Waller; Lieutenant 
Commander F. C. B. Jordan; 
Lieutenant 
Commander F. G. 


Caskey; Lieutenant Karl Bar- 
slaag. 


Although Mr. Knox is dead, 


most of these gentlemen 
are 


alive. Admiral Hooper, who is re- 
ported to have done most of the 
talking on this occasion, and 
Lieutenant Barslaag, who is asso- 
ciated with the American Le- 
gion's anti-Communist activity, 
are available. 


IT WOULD seem that on this 


occasion Admiral Hooper raised 
the issue of the dangers of hav- 
ing subversive radio operators on 
American ships, particularly as 
the union involved was known to 
be Communist-dominated. 


He is said to have called atten- 


tion to the peril of Communist 
party cells in transportation and 
communications, particularly as 
they applied to the armed or re- 
lated services in time of war. He 
instanced the fall of Norway and 
France as having been affected 
by just such conditions, giving in- 
stances of each. 


My notes, going far back, In- 


dicate that Admiral Hooper made 
the point May 19, 1942, that a 
temporary military alliance be- 
tween the United States and So- 
viet Russia was no reason to con- 
done the establishment of Com- 
munist cells in the United States, 
particularly In vital agencies. 


Suppose the situation should 


change. 


How are we to get rid of them? 


Suppose, some day, we found that 
we had to go to war with the 
Communists. How could we pro- 
tect ourselves? 


There was much more of this 


kind of argument. But it got no- 
where. Mr. Knox is reported to 
have said that while he, person- 
ally, was antagonistic to com- 
munism, the United States and 
Soviet Russia were allies and that 
the United States was bound not 
to oppose the activities of th« 
Communist party. 


My notes do not indicate what 


is meant by the word "bound". 
Was it employed colloquially or 
did it mean that there was an 
agreement? At any rate, he, Mr. 
Knox, said that it would ba 
wrong to disapprove the employ- 
ment of any radio operator for the 
sole reason of Communist affilia- 
tions. He thereupon issued an 
order to that effect and said that 
there must be no mental reserva- 
tions. 


ACCORDING to my notes, 


Rear Admiral Wilkinson inquired 
whether the secretary's intention 
was that membership in the Com- 
munist party constituted a gen- 
eral whitewash for all sorts of il- 
legal and other subversive activi- 
ties. The secretary, in effect, said: 
"No! Punish them for the Illegal 
activities, but not for Communist 
affiliations." 


It is very interesting that I find 


among these notes another to the 
effect that Admiral Hooper was 
t r a n s f e r r e d from Washington 
shortly after this conference— 
possibly because he asked embar- 
rassing questions. 


Now, I knew Mr. Knox and a 


fine, upstanding American 
he 


was. 
Certainly, he had no sym- 


pathy for the termites who were 
even then gnawing at our struc- 
ture. *But he had his orders and 
he understood how the grand de- 
sign of our alliance with Russia 
was being interpreted. He obeyed. 


Yet, it was curlou: that no one 


asked Stalin, then or ever, why, 
if he was so solicitous about the 
A m e r i c a n communist party, 
would he not give us some kind 
of quid pro quo, even to the ex- 
tent of permitting us to Inspect 
his front or even to note what 
was happening to American ship- 
ments to Russia under lend-lease? 


I cite this 1942 case because 


until we retrace our steps to see 
how this situation camt about, 
how it was handled and manipu- 
lated, we shall not be fully 
equipped to correct our errors.

A T present the choicest target | 
i"~* of labor leaders and adminis- 
tration stalwarts is Senator Taft 
of Ohio. 


The fact that his attackers are 


not Ohio people does not strike 
them as Inconsistent. We read of 
an A.F.L. convention in Houston 
burning with advice to Ohio vot- 
ers. Presidential Adviser Harri- 
man, who participated in all the 
foreign policy making that per- 
mitted communism to threaten 
the world, joins the Houston 
chorus in denouncing Mr. Taft. 


Up to now, virtually all the 


machinery and money that has 
been mobilized In Ohio against 
Mr. Taft has been from outside 
the state. John L. Lewis of Alex- 
andria, Va,, screams from a safe 
distance, telling workers to strike 
rather than listen to Mr. Taft. 


Apparently there Is no one in 


the state itnelf of sufficient sta- 
ture willing to carry the fight 
against Mr. Taft. 


The 
anti-Taft movement 
Is 


plain political aggression 
from 


outside the state—a type of poli- 
tical activity which Ohio people 
have actively resented m a n y 
times in their history. 


Let us consider what Presi- 


dent Truman and Vice-preslden1 
Barkley would say If an associa- 
tion of oil companies with head- 
quarters in some remote state 
should organize a campaign for 
Mr. Taft, if they poured large 
sums of money into Ohio anc 
hired workers to enter Clevelanc 
Akron and Toledo to direct He- 
publican politics, and also if they 
instructed all gasoline dealers to 
get .out the Taft vote and even 
to refuse to sell gas to antl- 
Taft voters. 


There would be screams from 


the White House about people 
buying an election, about labor- 
crushers, about carpetbaggers and 
special interests. 


If ever there was a "specia 


interest" issue, it is in the ef- 
forts of a national political ma 
chine and of national and "inter 
national" unions to dictate to the 
voters of a state their choice o 
a representative in the Unitec 
States Senate. 


Ultimately, this is what will 


decide the Ohio campaign. Fin 
ally such efforts will quicken 
state pride, as they have before 
For Ohio is a proud state.

WASHINGTON 


A T THE TURN of the century a 
^* group of military men began 
to set up a communications sys- 
tem by line and cable over 
Alaska's vast reaches to give a 
voice to the cold and silent land. 


Now, 50 years later, the Alaska 


Communications System fans out 
to the tip of the Aleutians, the 
Arctic Circle and to many inter- 
mediary points. Maintains and 
operated by the Army Signal 
Corps, it is the primary means of 
communication, both military and 
commercial, between Alaska and 
the United States. The system 
includes radiotelegraph, 
radio- 


telephone, .submarine cable and 
land wire telegraph and telphone 
facilities. 


Development of the ACS is 


closely linked with that of the 
territory. 


The ACS is operated where 


snow is measured by the yard, 
where storms and glacial move- 
ments 
complicate maintenance 


and where in summer clouds of 
mosquitos and tiny files which 
natives call "no-see-ums" plague 
the workers. 
Yet, one officer 


recalls, the men of the Signal 
Corps did s,uch a good job that 
once when a whale became en- 
meshed in « cable and slashed it 
in its death throes, the cable 
kept right on working. 


"But," says Lieutenant Don 


Tyer, of the Seattle office, "dan-

ger Is ever present. 
Men mus 


travel in pairs when making trips 
in storms or extreme cold, for if 
a man is by himself and is In- 
jured, death is inevitable. The 
shadow of frostbite, starvation 
and death continually hangs over 
the men who walk barren trails 
and man the lonely outposts." 


The saga of the building of the 


system is highlighted by heroism, 
colorful anecdote and personall- 
tls. Lieutenant William "Billy" 
Mitchell, who later became Gen- 
eral Mitchell, was a member of 
one of the first crews. 
It was 


an ACS man at the lonely Point 
Barrow station who in. August, 
1935, 
found the bodies of Will 


Rogers and Wiley Post.

Acheson Has Taken The Initiative 


TVURINO* THE last fortnight, 


Dean Acheson has taken the 


initiative in Europe, in Japan and 
in the United Nations. 


He has put forward a plan for 


the defense of Europe, a plan for 
a peace treaty with Japan and a 
plan to by-pass the Soviet veto 
and to mobilize collective mili- 
tary forces against aggression. 


A crucial element, indeed the 


essential element, in each of these 
plans Is that there is to be an 
American force especially ear- 
marked for the purpose of that 
plan. 


The European policy calls for 


additional American divisions in 
Germany — somewhere between 
five and 10. The proposed Jap- 
anese treaty calls for American 
forces adequate to defend Japan. 
Our proposals in the United Na- 
tions call for American units "to 
be especially trained and equip- 
ped and continuously maintained 
in readiness for prompt service 
on behalf of the United Nations". 


Although the three American 


programs have been put forward 
separately, they must all — pre- 
sumably — have first been con- 
sidered together in the national 
seit'rity council. If they haven't 
been, they will be. For they will 
all draw from the same pool— 
from the supply of trained and 
equipped ground troops which 
the post-Korean military effort 
will produce. 


Q U I T E 
EVIDENTLY, 
this 


country will be able to station in 
Japan and in Germany only small 
forces as compared with the Red 
army, its satellite or allied armies. 


It is not, however, necessary to 


think of this thin screen of Amer- 
ican troops as intended to be, or 
as pretending to be, a match for 
the armed hordes of the Eurasian 
continent. As against the Red 
army, the function of these Amer- 
ican troops is—in the old but ac- 
curate metaphor—to be the plate 
glass window of the jewelry shop. 


To smash the window will 


make enough noise to set in mo- 
tion automatically the offensive 
forces of this country. For this 
purpose, to bring to bear immedi- 
ately and without hesitation the

offensivt striking power of the 
United States, it does not make 
too much difference whether the 
plate glass window is a little bit 
thicke? or not. 


I have heard it argued—only, 


I hasten to say, in order to il- 
lustrate a principle—if what our 
friends abroad are really worried 
about is whether the United 
States will go to war promptly 
and ardently enough if they were 
attacked, they should ask for a 
frontier guard of American Wacs. 


But the American forces in 


Germany and Japan have another 
function 
besides 
acting 
as a 


screen against the Red army. 
That Is to provide enough power 
to maintain law and order against 
insurrection and subversion and 
against intervention by satellites 
—while the military reconstruc- 
tion of Europt and of Japan is 
carried out. 


THAT IS also, I should,, sup- 


pose, the meaning of our propos- 
als to the U. N. They are design- 
ed for secondary forms of aggres- 
sion in which the forces of the 
Soviet Union itself are not en- 
gaged. 


For if the Soviet Union decides 


to go to war with .Its own forces, 
the veto will be the last and the 
least of our worries. What Mr. 
Acheson has, I assume, been 
worrying about are places like 
Korea, Greece, Iran, Indo-Chma 
and Yugoslavia. 


Provided that the Soviet Union 


itself does not intervene, "collec- 
tive security" organized by the 
non-Soviet nations should be suf- 
ficient to deal with local aggres- 
sion, and in most cases even to 
deter it and to prevent it. 


The whole structure of securitj, 


as it Is envisaged by Mr. Ache- 


son's recent proposals, stands on 
the basic assumption that Stalin 
is not, like another Hitler, intend- 
ing soon to go to war for the mil- 
itary conquest of the world—if 
for no other reason than that he 
respects the ultimate military 
power of the United States. 


Paradoxical as it may seem, thi 


fact of the matter is that the cre- 
ation of adequate European de- 
fenses, the organization of a Eur- 
opean army, the revival of Ja- 
pan's power to defend herself, 
the thwarting of local aggress- 
ion—all of them depend on pre- 
venting the armed truce with 
the Soviet Union from breaking 
down into open hostilities. 


IT IS necessary to construe) 


European defenses. It is neces 
sary to end the defenselessness oj 
Japan. It is necessary to prevenl 
satellite 
aggression in central 


Europe, in the Balkans, the Mid- 
dle East and southeast Asia. 


But all these necessary and ex- 


pensive undertakings, though they 
are. usually advertised as meas- 
ures against Russian aggression 
are in fact impossible to carry 
through unless, by the combined 
diplomacy and power of the Unit- 
ed States, we can make sure that 
Russia does not commit the ag- 
gression that, nominally, these 
measures are designed to meet. 


What in reality then is the pur- 


pose of all these undertakings? 
Their purpose Is to reconstruct a 
society of independent, though 
collaborating nations—more spe- 
cifically to revive the power ol 
Europe and of Japan so that we 
and they can look forward to a 
time when they no longer have 
to choose between the domina- 
tion of Russia and being depend- 
ents of the United States.

No one gets on the program

Guests have included a man who 
wanted artificial legs so he could 
get a job, parents who wanted to 
finance an operation for their 
child and a French war bride who 
wanted to bring Mama over to 
meet her G.I. husband.

Her husband had 
built their house himself, but ran 
out of funds before they got the 
bathroom facilities.

WARREN HULL, quiz-master 


on Strike It Rich, is a veteran if 
ever there was one of the quiz 
profession. As quizzers go, he is 
rather quiet and enormously con- 
siderate of the quizzees. It is one 
of those quizzes where the con- 
testants start with $15 provided 
by the program and bet all or 
part of it that they can provide 
the right answers. 


Like all these things, it starts 


easy—"i» a caboose a car on a 
freight train, a special car for 
President Truman or m special 
food for moose?" — and 
gets 


harder, though it Isn't unusual for 
the average well-informed person 
to know every answer on a half- 
hour show. 


Mr. Hull, though, Is » cautious 


man. If a contestant wants $150 
for some project, he urges him to 
take it easy after he reaches that 
sum, rather than to shoot the 
works and risk losing it all. A 
person who shoots the works 
right down the line has a nrwxi- 
mum possibility of winning about 
$480, to which the program sidds 
$20 to make an even $500.

First Step Is To Pick 
Predominating Tone, 
Blend In Others 


There are several ways of de- 


veloping a balanced color scheme 
for any room in the home. 


You may wish to select the two 


or three colors from the drapery 
fabric, from a painting or colored 
pr-nt. 


In any plan, the .first step is to 


decide 
on 
the 
predominating 


color, which may be one of your 
favorite colors. This major color 
should be used in largest amounts 
on the walls and floor. 


Or your main color may be 


used, against a neutral back- 
ground, with the color dominat- 
ing through slieer brilliancy or 
depth of hue. It takes some ex- 
perimenting 
and 
practice 
to 


handle such a color scheme skill- 
fully, yet there is great satis- 
faction in learning enough about 
color combinations so you can 
use them courageously. 


Once you have decided on the 


predominating color, you have 
several choices about the way it 
is carried out. How you do it de- 
pends on your individual pre- 
ferences as well as on the ex- 
posure of the room. 


If the room has a south expo- 


sure or one with a great deal of 
sunlight, you will want to choose 


cool color scheme, employing 


the >'cool" colors such as the 
Slues, greens, blue greens and 
blue violet. 


A "warm" color scheme is sug- 


jested for rooms with less light. 
These are the yellow, orange, red 
and violet colors. 


From the key color you may 


wish to develop a monochromatic 
color scheme, using several val- 
ues or hues of the same color 
from pale to deep shades. 


Or you may wish to use a re- 


lated color scheme, usingi colors 
that are close together on the 
color wheel. (The color wheel is 
made up of the three primary 
colors, red, yellow and blue. Be- 
tween these are the secondary 
colors, green, orange and violet, 
while between these again is the 
third group of colors, comprised 
of yellow-green, blue-green, blue- 
violet, red-violet, red-orange and 
yellow-orange.)

Sculptured 
effects are especially good, in 
high and low loops, as well as 
those that use metallic threads in 
the background. Some of the de- 
signs were inspired by tropical 
leaves, others show a Chinese in- 
fluence. 


Among the modern patterns are 


several that typify the atomic 
age, one * deliniation of nuclear 
fission and another based on the 
elusive "Flying Saucers."

look handwoven, and frequently 
achieve the "rough" finish with 
boucle and slub yarns are increas- 
ingly popular.

In an interview, Mr. Arnold of-

His suggestions follow: 


1.—Make sure that all sur- 


faces to be painted are clean and 
smooth. Soap and water will re- 
move grease from most walls. 
Sandpaper will smooth bumps in 
the surface. If there are cracks 
in the plaster, smooth them down 
fill with spackle and cover them 
with a primer in the same color 
ai the finish color you plan to 
use before applying the finish 
coat. 
Large holes in 
plaster 


should be covered with chicken 
wire and then filled with spackle. 


2.—Use a sealer on all surfaces 


where knots or sappy streaks ap-
